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Ince the few Days that I refumed this Pa- 
per, fome Things have happened which 
will put meupon fufpending a Subjed Lin- 
tended to purfue, Things, indeed, utter- 

ty wnforefeen and unexpected by me, whoam at 
fo'greatia diftance from the Secret of Affairs, and 
only argue from the belt of my Reafon and Read- 
/ing. I thought to have goneon in my old Method, 
and utterly to have {cattered the Remainders ot 
dan Exploded Party, who feem to have recovered 
fome Spirit, by their great Unapimity and in- 
defatigable Zeal; which, befide, are as natural 
to People in Diftrefs, as Negligerice and Supine- 
nefs to the Conquerors; it being as rarely 
found in Politick$’, as in War, to make the'beft 
ufe of Vidtery. The H-—=e ofC.1—-+, by their 
Ad——s feem to be'fiilly fatisfied with what hath 
been doing in order to a P_—, and to leave the 
Mattet ‘wholly to Het 'M ——y-as Her undoubted 
Prerogative. So that the Bulk of the Nation, 
with the Q— at their Head, are vifibly of that 
Opinion. 1 cannot bat imagine thut a Point yet 
undétérthined, may be Debated without Offence, 
and¢hat di-may be allowed to: decide in fa- 
wour: OF ‘What hath f> good ah Authority ‘to 
fupport it. 1 mult defire Pardon of the Excel- 
Rent Wuthet of The Cindutt of the Allies, &e. “if 
Ttake Fehve to make fome ‘Gleanings after’ his 
Tncorapuridble Difeourfe. 1 hoped may yer be al- 
lowed to call him an Excellent Author, until- he 
is either. difapproved by fome fair Refutation, 
or,ungil che Publiek Proceediags fhow he hath 
been miftaken. Sitce my firft Defign was to 
take notice of Papers and’ Occirrences, it natu- 
rally fellin mw way. to look over two or three 
Anfwersto that Difcourfe ; but finding nothing 
in any of them which could pretend to controul 
one, fingle Factor Argument therein, I thought 
my time would be better employed, in offering 
fome farther Gonfiderations upon the fame Que- 
ftion, that is now fo ftrenuoufly revived. 
__ Tf it be neteffary that we muft continte’ the 
War, I fhould have been glad that Opinion had 
been declared by thofe who are to furnifi the 
only Sinews which muft Support it. It is ftrange 
to fee:fo: many People Writing and Arguing 
tpon the abfolute Neceflity of recovering S___.n 
from, the B17 Family, and never offer one 
Word about the equal abfolute Neceffity there 
is, either of finding Mony tocarry on fuch an 
Undertaking, or of fhowing us the poffibility 
of obtaining it, if we wereever fo Rich. The 


State of our Affairs, in that important Particu- 


lar,” is now fo clear, that the meaneft Under- 
ftanding may comprehend it: We know hew 


much isour Debt, what are the Funds that pay 


‘the Interett of it, and how very Jittle will re- 


main after a Peace, to clear off the Principal. 
We conld not poflibly find Funds laft Year o! 
Fourfcore thoufaad Pounds, upon which to bor- 
row Twelve hundred thoufand, that the Cort 
pliment. of the War required. To hold ont 
another Campaign, upon the fame Foot as the 
lait, we muft raife a Fund of at leaft Three hun- 
dred thoufand Pounda Year; and confeqiient- 
ly, tan’ Three Millions and a half ‘deeperin 
Debt. ° 

It is not to be doubted, but the Wifdam of 
the prefent Par twill find out Waysiand 
Ateans to fapply the Q—, upomthe continuance 





of War: But as fuch an additidncof ‘principal 


Debt muft bejvery ‘heavy ; fo asthe Fund of ta- 
tereft rais’d to fecureit, let it*beof what Na- 
ture'tt will, muft prefs very ‘hata fomewhere 
orothet: Andif it does not fall upon our Malt- 
Tax, maft come mitch nearer towardsa Genet 
ral Bxcife. What the Confequences of.cthis 
may be;’in two or three more Canipaigns, tl 
tremble to think. roi gd’ iJ 

As tothe Recovery of S—» from the Howfe 
of Bu—n, 1 have good Reafons'to know, that 
thany Perfons, who urge the Neteflity of it, 
are fully’ convinced, ‘in their own Minds, that 
it is not'pra&ticable by ‘@ War: I my felf have 
heard one or two of the Adverfe Party, and 
thofe not mean Ones} ‘confefs the fame thing ; 
and be fo frank toadd, thatif urging that Opi- 
nion, did their Work, it was fullas good. What 
Work they or othets ‘mean, it is not worth 
thy while to enquire. ¥ thought it my Daty to 
appland Her M_—y’s Judgment in the choice 
of Her prefent M , and Imay fafely defy 
any Man to offer one -fingle Inftance, whef¢in 
any of thofe, who are now in highelt Truft, 
have not confulted the Honour of ‘the Quxn, 
and Safety of Her Kiagdoms. 

I cannot imagia what fome Writers mean, 
in impnting even the beft AGtions of the pre- 
fent M———-y to thofe Motives which can fo 
more anfwer theit Intereft, their Security, or 
their Bafe, than their Confcience or Hononr. 
For Example, Whofe Turn can it fetve, that 
we fhould have an infecure, fcandalous Peace? 
Surely not theirs, who hope to preferve their 
Power when the War is at ah end. When 
Parliaments will be more at leifure to infpea 
Mifcarriages, and when the fatal Confequen- 
ces of an ill Peace muft fall on the Heads of 
thofe who advifed it. When i hear thefe kind 
of Weiters giving fuch horrible {nterpretati. 
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ons to the Attions of Men in Power, who 
are fuppofed to be in their Wits, and to have 
fome regard for the Safety of their Perfons 
at leaft, though not for their Interef{ or Am- 
bition, I cannot give Credit to fuch Accufa- 
tions, nor conceive how Men can be charged 
with fach Proceedings, which they know muft 
infallibly end in the Ruin of Themfelves and 
Families, as well as of the Publick. The Au- 
thor of The Conduit, &c. has argued with much 
more Prudence: Whatever he charges upon 
the Allies, or’ the late M y, he fhows at 
the fame time what Ends of each were an- 
fwered by it: Let thefe Accufers (in the 
Name of God) fpeak out if they sow thiak 
they may do it with Impunity. They charge 
the M y with intending a fcandalous and 
dangerous Peace; let them tell us, in plain 
Terms, for what fort of M fuch a Peace 
would be ufefal. By the common Scandals of 
the Coffec-Houfes, we: may guefs what they 
would infinuate;, though it is fo grofs, that 
they are more afhamed than afraid to fpeak 
out. What hath been infinuated is, that in 
thefe Proceedings there hath been an Eye up- 
on the Pretender, and indeed I have known 
fome well-meaning People a little fhaken by 
fuch Infinuations. 1 wifh Men would remem- 
ber, that none of thofe who are now in the 
greateft Employments, were at any time ever 
fufpected to, lean to what they call the Jaco- 











-bite-fide ; but moft of them quite otherwife, 


and many of them highly, intrumental in_ the 
Revolution: Which cannot, be affirmed of the 
other Party ; among whom it might be eafie to 


epojat out not;a few, who either clogged the 
Proceedings at the Revolution, were yiolently 
[fafpeéted to have kept; Correfpondence with 


their Old Mafter, or entered into Meafures for 
Teftoring: him: .. a 
Thofe who would accufe the prefent M——y 


upon this beaten Topick of the Pretender, have 
-not well confidered, that whoever is in that In- 
otereft, fo deftructive, to our Religion, and Li- 
‘berty, are either Papifts, who certainly wifh the 


Ruin of the former; or fuch miftaken People, 


.who, fromia fcruple of Confcience, hold that 
Perfon for lawful Heir to the Crown, and 


think his Title fuch asthe Legiflature it felf 
cannot make void. -Wnder which of thefe two 


Heads, will our Adverfaries pleafe to rank the 
yprefent Miniftry? I fuppofe they hardly think 


them profefled Papifts; .and by the perpetual 


Libels we meet with upon the Men in Power,we 
‘eannot conceive the Faftion fuppo 


pofes Them to 
be troubled with any Scruples of Confcience ; 
and then 1 may appeal to all Mankind, whe- 
ther fuch a Miniftry, even as they reprefent, 
would venture to change a Government, which 
trufts them with the higheft Employments ; 
and this againft the Inclinations of) fo great.a 
Majority of the People, to bring im a: Preten- 
der, in Violation of fo many Laws and Oaths, 
and of whofe, Favour: it is impoflible they 
could ever be fecure?. » 

if a fcandalous and.dangerous Peace be ufe- 
ful to any, it canmot be to the prefent 
M——y, at the Price of whofe inevitable Ruin 


it muft be made: Such a Peace would foon 
have an end, which will confequently bring the 
Management back into the old Hands, who 
underftand all the Arts of thriving by a War, 
either in the Cathp, the City, or the Cabinet , 
fo that if thefé Gentlemen were very fure, 
that the intended Treaty would end in fuch 
a dangerous and fcandalous Peace, I am con- 
fident they would not oppofe it; fince ’tis plain 
it would open fo fair a way, by which they 
might return to their Power and their Profit. 
But they are not fo ill informed; they cannot 
think the prefent M y, encompaffed as 
they are on all fides by the moft watchful and 
malicious Enemies, will be fo weak or fo ftu- 
pid, as by making an ill Peace, to lie at the 
Mercy of thofe from whom they can expeé fo 
little. It is the firm Aflurance they have of 
the M ’s Care in providing for the: Inte- 
reft and Honour of Britain, that makes thefe 
Gentlemen: fo loud and fo uneafies they are 
fenlible, with Reafon, that it is the fame thing 
to put a final end to the War, and to their 
Hopes of Rifing. ) 

On the other fide, when a Peace is made, 
the Adminiftration of Affairs will require fo 
fteady a Hand, and fo frugal a Management, 
that, as it is not a thing the other Party would 
be any ways fond of, fo I think no wife Man 
would envy thofe who undertake it: When an 
honelt and able .M y will then be at Ici-

when he examins into the Millions of :patft 
Frauds and Abufes; fums up the long Ar- 
rears; adds them to-the mighty Debt; com- 
putes the very Jittle left,, by flow degrees, to 
clear off our {ncumbrances ; he muft have a 
ftrong Head and Heart indeed, if he, be not 
difcouraged :, And if fuch a;'M——y, -with all 
dis Abilities, his Induftry and Integrity, caa 
put us in fucha Method, ‘as by future Manage- 
‘thent, will clear our Pofterity in lefs;than an 
hundred Years, his Memory ought to be ce- 
lebrated by them. with utmoft Gratitude and 
Veneration. rc 3h
